REMARKS 

As a preliminary matter, in the Restriction Requirement mailed October 24, 2005, 
the Examiner states that "a telephone call was made to Mr. D. Ovanezian on 10/18/05 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made."
